Mr. DeValera’s public state- 
ment on Tuesday is tne most out- | 
spoken presentation of Sinn Fein} 
views that has found its way to 
this country uring the progress, 
of the negotiations. It ig nothing 
if not pkain. So plain in fact, 
that it is dowbtful if it could, 
without disastrous results, be ad-| 
dressed to the government,of any 
country on earth other than Great 
Britain by the head of what is 
logically and legally a rebellious 
movement. The people of  Ire- 
land, however bitter many of, 
them may be on account of things 
past, must be glad that it is with 
the government of Great Britain 
that Mr. DeValera is dealing. A | 
declaration so closely verging on) 
defiance could hardly be hurled at | 
the head of any other governing | 
authority ,without precipitating | 
the war it predicts) The Sinn} 
Fein leader knows the party he| 
is addressing, and counts, not} 
without reason, on the aversion of | 
the British authorities and people | 
to resort to force. 

It is supposed the motive was 
to prevent the British Govern- 
ment setting a time limit to the ne- | 
gotiations, or even terminating 
them outright. That may be, 
though the language is strong to 
be applied to the end of prolong- 
ing the discussion. It is suggest- 
ed by the concluding paragraph, 
in which Mr. DeValera speaks of 
seeking a foundation for a ‘real 

and natural union between Ire- 
‘and and Great Britain.’’ This| 
hardly sounds like the language of | 
an out-and-out separationist. It 
rather plainly implies that the) 
proposal ,to set up a republic has 
been abandoned as_ impossible, 
and that some form of union is 
accepted by the writer as the ut- 
most to be hoped for. It is not} 
improbable that the statement was 
prepared mainly to put that idea 
before the British ministers and 
public, and that the defiant tone 
was adopted to placate the ex- 
tremists in the Sinn Fein ranks:

Apparently there has been no loss 
of life in connection with the 
wreck, a remarkable fact consid- 
ering how long the steamer has 
been a derelict and the length of 
time the search party spent in the 
open boat. Ina negative way the 
occurrence illustrates the value of 
the wireless telegraph. Because 
the early flooding of the engine 
room put its wireless system out 
of commission the ship floated 
helplessly for nearly two weeks 
before being sighted by a vessel 
which happened to pass within 
range of vision. Had the wireless 
apparatus been working the calls 
for help would probably have 
brought a relief ship within two 
days, and the boat crew would not 
have risked their lives trying to 
make their way to land in an open 


craft.
